The articles in the following list in this catalogue will be 
furnished at the annexed prices only when the quantities 
specified are taken. ‘These prices are intended for a reason- 
able assortment of varieties. When parties order a long list 
of only one or two trees or plants of a kind, for such bills we 
cannot allow them the price of 50 or roorates. When parties 
order specific varieties we will follow their instructions as far 
as practicable. But as it often occurs that we have run out of 
certain varieties, or may not have of the age and size ordered, 
we reserve the right to substitute in such ceses other varieties 
equally good, unless positively instructed not to doso. All 
orders should be made in a separate list, and not mixed up 
with the body of the letter. Any error of ours in filling orders 
will be cheerfully rectified on receiving notice, provided such 
notice is given on receipt of goods. 

We will use every effort to avoid mistakes in varieties, for 
we fully realize that our success in the nursery business de- 
pends upon the reliability of our labels; but as there is sucha 
margin for mistakes and misunderstandings as above 
indicated. 


Our stock contains a select list of the choicest 
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We will not warrant against errors or apparent mistakes 
in varieties, only to this extent: we will replace, free of 
charge, all trees that do not prove true to name, or we will 
refund in cash the original cost of such trees. 

All trees are carefully labeled and packed in the best man- 
ner for shipping, for which a charge will be made sufficient to 
cover the cost of material and labor. As trees are often de- 
layed in transit and roughly handled, it is much better to pay 
a small sum to have them securely packed than to have them 
poorly packed for nothing. Write in a legible hand the name 
of the person and the place to which the goods are to go; also 
the route by which they are to be shipped. In the absence of 
such directions, we will ship according to our best judgment, 
and will deliver to railroad all goods free of charge, but will 
not be responsible for accidents or delays which may occur in 
transit. 


Terms of Payment. 


Cash, or a sufficient guarantee that the money will be for- 
warded on receipt of goods. Money may be sent by express, 
draft or postoffice order at our risk; but if sent in any other 
way, at sender’s risk. 

We will sell at the very lowest possible rates. No re- 
sponsible nursery can sell trees and plants of the same quality 
and quantity lower than we will. 


Directions for Transplanting. 


On receipt of trees, the bundles should be opened as soon as 
trenches are dug in which to cover the roots, if the weather 
is favorable. If too dry, with a north wind blowing, they can 
be left in the bales, water being thrown over them occasion- 
ally. Let the trenches be large enough to take the roots with- 
out crowding, and if the trees are tied in large bunches, it is 
best to cut the strings. Let loose earth be sifted all about the 
roots until completely covered. Roots of trees and plants 
cannot be exposed to wind and sun without great injury. 
Carelessncss in this particular is the cause of many dead trees, 
afterwards blamed to the nurseryman. 

When the trees are planted, it depends entirely upon the 
weather how they should be handled. If very dry, with north 
wind, it is better to defer planting, or keep the trees in a bar- 
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rel with enough water to cover the roots; this can be placed 
on a sled or truck and drawn through the orchard. 

All bruised portions of the roots must be cut off clean, and 
the tree planted in a freshly dug hole, large enough to admit 
of the spreading of all roots without crowding, which must 
be surrounded and covered with fine, mellow soil, very firmly 
pressed in, care being taken that the roots are not broken or 
injured in so doing. ‘Trees must Nov be planted any deeper 
than they have stood in the nursery; and if the land is heavy 
or inclined to be wet, it is better to plant them still shallower. 
In good land that has been well plowed and harrowed it is a 
waste of time to dig very large holes. When the trees are 
set, if one-year-old stock, they should all be cut off to about 
twenty inches from the ground. If two years old, then the 
side branches must be shortened to about five or six inches. 

Plant any time in the winter, when the soil is moist and will 
work up loose and fine. Never plant trees or vines when the 
ground is heavy and soggy, as the soil will bake and retard 
growth. 

Don’t fail to cut back severely when you transplant. Don’t 
forget that a half root cannot support a whole top. 

Never neglect pruning. ‘Trees trained low, protecting their 
own trunks from the sun’s rays, are less liable to break with 
the weight of the fruit, and the fruit is easier gathered. ‘This 
business of pruning vigorously at the time of the setting is 
generally a very ungrateful one to the planter, as it injures for 
a time the appearance of the tree to an unpracticed eye. It 
should, however, be unhesitatingly performed.

Color 
greenish white, covered with crimson on side next to the 
sun; a beautiful peach and an excellent shipper. 

Har’s EARLY—Medium to large, white with red cheek;

last of June. 

FostER—A magnificent, large, yellow peach, red cheek, fine 
flavor, good bearer; ripens last of June. 

Eariy CRAWFORD-—Very large, flesh yellow, melting, rich, 
excellent for canning; too well known to need much 
description from us; ripens 1st of July.

The tree is a very strong grower and great bearer. 

Con’s GoLpEN Drop—Fruit large, oval; flesh yellow, firm, 
rich, and sweet; adheres to stone; very valuable for can- 
ning. Ripens in September. 

MaGnum BonumM or YELLOW EGG—Very large, yellow, 
sugary and rich; fine for canning or market; tree is a 
great and constant bearer. Ripens in August. 

HuncGarian (Gros Prune d’Agen)—Very large, oval; violet 
red; very prolific, often growing double; good flavor; a 
valuable variety. [ree bears very young. 

BURBANK (Japan Plum)—The fruit is usually from five to six 
inches in circumference and varying less in size than the 
other Japan plums; nearly globular, clear cherry red with 
a thin lilac bloom. ‘The flesh is a deep yellow color, very 
sweet with a peculiar and very agreeable favor. The 
tree is unusually vigorous, with strong, upright shoots, 
and large rather broad leaves. 

Simon Prum (formerly called Prunus Simoni)—Name changed 
at the meeting of the State Horticultural Society, held on 
July 31st. This action was taken on account of the con- 
fusion created in the public mind by the botanical term 
‘‘Prunus,’’ which has led many persons to consider the 
fruit a prune. his plum is from China; fruit of good 
size, bright red; flattened; flesh deep yellow, with 
peculiar aromatic flavor; tree a very fine grower; of great 
value as an early shipper. A twenty-pound box of a new 
variety of plums, Prunus Simoni, was sold for account of 
C. J. Parmele, Vacaville, July 3, 1891, by the California 
Auction Company, Chicago, for the Earl Fruit Company, 
in whose care the fruit was consigned, for the sum of $11, 
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or 55 cents per pound. ‘This is the highest price ever 
realized for one twenty-pound package of any variety of 
California fruit sold at auction. 

W ASHINGTON—Large, nearly round, pale yellow, with blush 
in the sun. It is one of the very best for drying, parts 
freely from the pit, and the tree is a great and constant 
bearer. 


SaTSUMA OR BLoop PLuM—This plum was found in Southern 
Japan and introduced into this country but a short time 
ago. It is large, round, deep crimson to the pit; flesh 
very firm; seed remarkably small; destined to be one of 
the most profitable of all shipping plums from Japan. 
Having sucha deep crimson color from skin to pit it 
makes a beautiful crimson semi-transparent jelly, which 
has a peculiar, guava-like, spicy flavor which all admire. 
Ripens five to six weeks earlier than the Kelsey. 


DUANE’S PURPLE—lLarge, reddish purple; flesh juicy and 
sweet; good shipper. 

CLyMAN—Originated in Napa Valley; mottled reddish purple 
with beautiful blue; freestone; flesh firm, dry, and sweet; 
valuable for shipping on account of its extreme early 


ripening, being fully two weeks ahead of the Peach 
Plum, and almost as large; very prolific. 


EarLy Gir PLum—Medium size, round, rather flattened; 
yellow flesh, free and sweet; ripening with the Royal 
Ann cherry and before the Cherry plum; very valuable, 
especially for shipping in a fresh state, on account of its 
earliness. Price 30 cents each, $25 per 100. 

PEACH PLUM—Fruit very large, round, greenish white, with 
red cheek, flesh yellow, sweet and firm, early; good for 
shipping. 

SILVA’S KONING CLAUDIE—The earliest and best early blue 
plum; a very richly colored plum of finest flavor, about 
the size or a little larger than Royal Hative, and ripening 
about three weeks earlier. On account of its earliness 
and fine quality it brings the highest price in the market. 


Boton—Of fair size; bright crimson color, covered with a 
purple bloom; ripens early; a good shipper, and tree a 
heavy bearer. 

OGon—Resembles Washington but brighter color; its keeping 
qualities are wonderful; tree is remarkably hardy.

Fruit very large; greenish yel- 
low, covered with red on the sunny side; flesh very solid 
and firm when ripe; juicy, and with a rich, vinous flavor; 
pit very small. September.

The Clyman and Boton plums and Tragedy prune have all 
sold at equally satisfactory figures in the eastern market this 
year, and large numbers of the trees will no doubt be planted 
next winter.

The Tragedy prune is an early and abundant bearer, fruit 
of large size, flesh firm and heavy bloom. Asa shipper it is 
unexcelled, as color, bloom, and flavor are all developed in 
transit. For drying it makes a most excellent prune of the 


largest size, averaging forty to fifty to the pound. Growers 
will make no mistake in planting these varieties during the 
next few years.—California Fruit Grower. 


Tue Dare PLUM, OR JAPANESE PERSIMMON-~-This valuable 
fruit is growing more in favor every year, and is especially 
valuable for winter fruit. ‘The last two years it has be- 
come known throughout the east, and commands a re- 
markably high price. The tree is very ornamental, a 
prolific bearer, and fruits early. The fruit is solid and 
can be shipped to any part of the world. It is in season 
from December to March, when other fresh fruits are 
scarce.

PETIT PRUNE D’AGEN (French prune)——Small to medium, 
reddish purple, very sweet, parts freely from stone; one 
of the best varieties for drying as a prune. 


SILVER PRUNE— Originated in Oregon. The fruit is a fac simile 
of Coe’s Golden Drop, except it is a darker green, and it 
is yet a question whether it should be called a prune or a 
plum. It is a very superior shipper, and it certainly 
makes an excellent dried fruit, either pitted or unpitted; 
makes a splendid prune. 

BULGARIAN PRUNE—A very prolific, dark-colored prune, 
larger than the French prune, and by some considered a 
very valuable prune, but we have not yet tested it suffi- 
ciently to judge of its value.

Fruit medium size, nearly as large as the Duane Purple 
Plum; looks much like it, only it is more elongated; skin 
dark purple, flesh yellowish green, very rich and sweet, 
frees readily from the pit. Its early ripening (in June) 
makes it very valuable as a shipping fruit. Coming as it 
does before any other good plum, it will always bring 
fancy prices, both in the local and Eastern market. So 
far it has no rival. ‘The first to get orchards of this fruit 
will make fortunes out of it. 
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RoBE DE SARGENT—A variety lately introduced from France. 
It is this which, in a dried state, forms the celebrated 
“Pruneau d’Agen;’’ fruit medium size, oval; skin deep 
purple approaching to black, and covered with a thick 
blue bloom; flesh greenish yellow, sweet and well-flavored ; 
sugary, rich and delicious, slightly adhering to the stone; 
a valuable drying and preserving variety. 

KELLENBERG (Large German prune, Swiss prune, Italian 
prune)— Medium size, oval, dark purple, flesh juicy and 
delicious, parts from the stone, fine for drying; treea free 
grower and very productive.

RULE—SQUARE MerHop.—Multiply the distance in feet between the rows by the 
distance the plants are apart in the rows, and the product will be the number of 
square feet for each plant or hill, which, divided into the number of feet in an acre 
(42,560 , will give the number of plants or trees to the acre. 

RULE—EQUILATERAL TRIANGLE Mrtuop —Divide the number required to the acre 
“square method” by the decimal .863. The result will be the number of plants re- 
quired to the acre by this method. 
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TIMELY SUGGESTIONS. 


Planting fruit trees is a matter that one cannot afford to de- 
lay a single season. The purchase of a piano, carriage, or 
any article of furniture can, with safety, be postponed, as they 
are to be had complete at any time. But trees require several 
years to come into full bearing, and each year’s delay in plant- 
ing is an actual loss. Choice fruit will do more to enhance 
profits of the farm, add to the health, comfort, and happiness 
of the family, beauty, and selling value to a country home 
than anything else that can be obtained for the same outlay. 
The Rural New Yorker says: ‘‘If you have fruit trees to buy 
pray be careful to procure the best kinds for your soil and cli- 
mate, and those trne to name. Do not run any risk. You 
can better afford to pay one dollar for every tree, and know 
what you get, than five cents and find that you have worth- 
less varieties, five or six years hence, when they begin to bear. 
Prepare the land well, also, for their reception; keep the roots 
covered every minute until they are set in their places and 
covered with soil.’’
